siding with a heavy rainfall towards 9 
o'clock. During these brist morning hours 
lucalcalsble damags W H done by the wind 
which raged with the fury of a hurricane. 
Not in many years, if ever before, has there 
been so much damage done rn the streets, 
public squares, and along the river front!. 
Many public school buildings are damaged, 
and the public squares devastated. 
Oyer forty churches, of all denomina­ 
tions, are more or less damaged by the de­ 
molition of steeples, etc., several of which 
are expected to fall la at any moment 
The Walnut Street Presbyterian church, en 
Walnut street, between Thirty-ninth and 
Fortieth, was badly damaged. The spire, 
which was 180 feet high, was blown down, 
and rn its foil struck the roof of a dwelling, 
and very badly damaged it. lo its fall a 
portion of the church roof WH carried 
with it, and the vestibule of the church 
and the organ loft filled with debris.

The General Land Office. 


W a sh in g to n , October 22—The Com­ 
missioner of the General Laud Office has 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Interior 
reduced estimates of the amounts needed 
by him during the next fiscal year.

The devil howled because he knew ho 
was to be hit hard. H ie speaker noticed 
that the haunts ot aln are chiefly support­ 
ed tty men of wealth who go to them from 
the laabiooablh avenues of New York and 
Brooklyn, or fhxn the prominent business 
centres of Bolton, Chicago and Cincinnati.

ago a masquerade ball was gotten up by 
the denizens of these places, and the po­ 
lice danced at it, and distributed the prizes 
The grandest opportunity ever offered to 
soy American lady within the grasp of that 
high official who would break the evil up 
at the risk of his private property, political 
ambition, tis life.
